The  five  Chinesc-Ianguage  nations  which  I  have 
enumerated  above  contain  probably  much  more  than 
one-third  of  the  population  of  the  globe.  They  have 
long  known  the  use  of  letters,  have  possessed  a  lite¬ 
rature,  and  have  used  the  press  for  at  least  seven  hun¬ 
dred  years.  But  their  literature  is  either  idolatrous, 
or  atheistical,  or  profligate.  The  reader  of  grave  com¬ 
positions  can  learn  little  but  irreligion  or  gross  super¬ 
stition,  and  the  reader  of  light  literature  can  learn  lit¬ 
tle  but  folly  or  licentiousness.  The  first  great  requi¬ 
site  for  the  regeneration  of  China,  humanly  speaking, 
is  a  large  increase  of  Christian  Chinese  students,  in 
order  to  form  good  writers  to  create  an  instructive 
and  religious  literature  for  China.  And  the  next  re¬ 
quisite  is,  cheap  moveable  (>hinese  types.  Concern¬ 
ing  these  Mr.  Bridgman  can  give  you  more  informa-

every  day  are  not  striking 
they  are  indications  of  the  character  which  public 
opinion  is  assuming  among  us.  The  moving  of  a  straw  I 
upon  some  luighly  flood,  is  a  very  small  thing — yet 
small  as  it  is,  it  shows  in  what  direction  a  stream  is 
setting,  which  bears  upon  its  bosom  the  [lower  of  ar¬ 
maments  and  the  wealth  of  nations.  'I’licse  efforts 
should  bo  considered  in  connexion  with  another  fact, 
wliicli  is,  that  we  have  become  sensible  that  “  we  have 
left  undone,  in  this  matter,  what  we  ought  to  have 
done.”  Much  lias  been  accomplished  toward  the  per¬ 
formance  of  Christian  duty  when  we  have  been  con¬ 
vinced  that  we  have  been  negligent  in  our  obedience  to 
the  commands  of  God.  It  is  an  important  step  taken  to¬ 
ward  greater  activity  and  more  sincere  devotion  to  his 
cause.  Now  when  all  these  circumstances  are  taken 
together,  we  have  reason  for  believing  the  present  to 
be  the  forerunner  of  a  day  in  our  own  Church,  that 
will  be  crowned  with  the  richest  blessings  of  eternal 
love. 

But  let  us  cast  our  eyes  for  one  moment  over  the 
Christian  world.  What  are  Christians  doing  1  Let 


when  Locke  gave  the  testimony  of  his  powerful  mind

The  Committee  have  been  induced  to  adopt  the 
above  proceedings,  by  the  following  among  other  con¬ 
siderations: 

1.  The  openings  of  Providence  at  the  various  sta¬ 
tions  indicate  that  the  way  is  preparing  for  operations 
through  THE  PRESS,  and  especially  in  the  form  of 
Tracts,  fur  more  extensive  and  efficient  than  have 
yet  been  made.  For  statements  illustrating  this 
point,  they  refer  to  the  last  two  Annual  Reports  of  the 
Society ;  and  in  respect  to  the  immense  empire  of 
China,  tothe  interesting  communication  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Morrison,  just  received,  which  is  hereto  appended. 

2.  God  has  evidently  awakened  in  the  Churches  an 
unusual  interest  and  spirit  of  liberality  in  reference  to 
this  work.  To  this  not  only  an  extensive  personal  in¬ 
tercourse  with  clergymen  and  laymen,  but  tlie 
whole  current  of  information  received  through  the  So¬ 
ciety’s  agents,  its  correspondence,  and  the  press,  give 
testimony. 

3.  A  desire  to  anticipate  the  wants  of  our  missionary 
brethren,  and  thus  incite  them  to  more  vigorous  exer¬ 
tions.  Too  long  have  ilicy  been  left  to  struggle  with 
very  limited  means,  and  no  sufficient  evidence,  that  if 
they  entered  extensively  on  Tract  operations,  the  ex¬ 
pense  would  be  sustained.  Some  of  them  have  express¬ 
ed  the  great  encouragement  derived  from  the  Society’s 
recent  communications  ;  and  at  most,  if  not  all  the  sta¬ 
tions,  a  new  impulse  has  been  given  to  their  efforts, 
especially  in  the  preparation  of  approved  original 
Tracts  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  people. 

4.  The  injunction,  work  while  it  is  day,  also  in¬ 
spires  the  Committee.  God  is  opening  doors  of  use¬ 
fulness;  and  they  wish,  in  his  strength,  and  under  the 
guidance  of  his  Spirit,  to  go  up  at  once  and  possess  the 
land  which  he  has  spread  before  them  ;  and  they  affec¬ 
tionately  invite  all  who  desire  the  coming  and  king¬ 
dom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  to  conse¬ 
crate  to  this  work  their  ardent  supplications  to  Him, 
and  their  liberal  contributions. 

The  Committee  feel  constrained  to  add,  that,  in 
what  may  be  done  for  foreign  lands,  they  would  deep¬ 
ly  deprecate  any  diversion  of  effort  from  our  own 
country.  It  is  not  the  spirit  of  the  Gospel,  while  la¬ 
bouring  for  those  abroad,  to  neglect  those  perishing  at 
home,  and  perhaps  at  our  very  doors.  Our  interest 
in  the  heathen  should  rather  stimulate  us  to  cultivate 
the  feelings  and  increase  the  resources  at  home, 
which  alone  can  succour  them.  Every  new  source  of 
information  at  the  same  time  shows  the  spiritual  wants 
of  our  country  to  be  greater  than  had  been  before 
conceived.

What  valuable  fact  have  they  ever 
presented  in  science?  What  new  principle  have  they 
originated  or  ill  ustrated  ?  What  department  of  science 
have  they  adorned  ?

rate  directly  I  cannot  say,  in  supplying  these  requi¬ 
sites,  but  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  members  of  it  will 
devise  liberal  thinsrs  concerning  China.

RELIGIOUS  CONDITION  OF  HOLLAND. 

We  have  met  with  some  highly  interesting  notices, 
of  a  recent  date,  in  the  Edinbergh  Presbyterian  Re¬ 
view,  a  work  lately  established,  which  is  worthy  of 
the  reputation  of  the  Church  and  city  from  which  it 
issues.  From  this  we  have  selected  a  number  of  strik¬ 
ing  parts. — Christian  Watchman. 

In  the  years  182:1  and  lb24,  the  Rev.  Theo<lore 
Fliedner,  Evangelical  Pastor  in  Kaiserwcrtli  near  Dus- 
seldorf,  made  u  tour  through  Holland,  in  which  coun¬ 
try  he  spent  more  than  eight  months.  During  this 
periotl,  he  made  it  his  business  to  become  accurately 
acquainted  with  the  whole  Cliurcli  system  of  the  Re¬ 
formed  Churches,  and  in  order  to  bring  down  his  sta¬ 
tistics  and  narratives  to  the  latest  date,  renewed  his 
visit  in  the  year  1829,  previous  to  the  publication  of  his 
Journal.* 

The  first  volume  contains  an  account  of  the  author’s 
travels  from  Nyinwegon,  by  way  of  Arnheim,  to  Am¬ 
sterdam  and  Rotterdam.  The  second  is  occupied  w  ith 
the  information  derived  at  the  Hague,  licydcn,  Haar¬ 
lem,  Dort,  Utretcht,  Schiedam  and  Delft.  Instead  of 
classifying  the  results  of  his  investigation  under  va¬ 
rious  heads,  he  connects  them  with  different  stages  of 
his  tour;  thus,  during  his  residence  at  .Amsterdam,  he 
takes  occasion  to  speak  of  the  worship  and  polity  of 
the  Reformed  and  Lutheran  Churches,  and  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  Babtists;  at  Rotterdam,  of  the  Remonstrants, 
Sunday  schools,  and  religious  societies;  at  Utretcht, 
of  the  doctrines  delivered  from  the  pulpit,  and  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  infidelity  in  the  Church ;  at  Leyden,  of  theolo¬ 
gical  study,  and  the  universities. 

'I'he  account  of  the  Sabbath  at  Amsterdam  is  the 
more  pleasing,  as  we  are  acquainted  with  the  remark¬ 
able  laxity  of  opinion  and  practice  in  relation  to  this 
ordinance  in  tlie  French  and  German  Clinrches. 
“  The  hum  of  the  working-day,  and  the  confused  noise 
of  business,  which  all  the  week  prevail  in  every  street, 
canal,  market  and  dwelling  of  this  commercial  city, 
are  now  hushed.  Solemn  btillness  every  where  reigns, 
and  the  Christian  prepares  himself  for  the  Sabbath 
festival.  From  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning,  at  w  Inch 
hour  the  early  service  begins,  until  seven  in  the  even¬ 
ing,  when  the  latter  service  ends,  the  streets  are  filled 
with  Church  goers.  There  is  preaching  five  times  in 
the  day ;  at  seven,  ten,  twelve,  two,  and  five  o’clock, 
by  more  than  fifty  ministers;  in  ten  Churches  by 
twenty-eight  Dutch  Reformed,  in  two  by  five  French 
Reformed,  in  three  by  nine  Lutheran,  in  one  by  three 
Remonstrant,  in  one  by  five  Mennonists,  and  m  two 
by  five  English  preachers.”  The  author,  in  connex¬ 
ion  with  these  statements,  is  naturally  induced  to  long 
for  the  time  when  the  sound  of  labour  and  of  merri¬ 
ment  shall  not  profane  the  Lord’s-day  in  Germany. 

The  public  preaching  of  the  Dutch  ministry  would 
seem  to  resemble  what  is  common  in  America,  rather 
than  the  rhapsody  and  declamation  of  the  German  pul¬ 
pit.  Mr.  Fliedner  complaii^  that  the  sermons  are  too

the  Society  is  prosecuting  w’lih  unabated  zeal,  and 
with  a  system  by  which,  if  fully  carried  out,  every 
destitute  family  may  be  reached.  The  whole  country 
is  divided  into  Agent’s  fields,  in  fifteen  of  which  faith¬ 
ful  men  are  labouring  to  rouse  the  Churches  to  effort, 
and  effect  the  supply  of  tlie  whole  population.  At 
least  fifteen  more  qualified  men  are  now  needed  for 
fields  yet  unoccupied.  It  is  hoped  also  that  able  evan¬ 
gelical  writers  (from  some  of  whom  several  valuable 
Tracts  have  recently  been  received)  will  feel  their 
responsibility  to  prepare  new  publications  adapted  to 
the  spiritual  wants  of  our  great  community ;  and  that 
all  will  cheerfully  cooseentte  to  this  work  in  our  own, 


gone  through  once  a 


surrender,  fur  such  a  hacrifice.  But  to  the  iinlK'liever 
in  the  deity  of  the  Sun  of  God,  sin  is  no  longer  a  mor¬ 
tal  otFence  against  a  Being  of  perfect  holinese.  It  as¬ 
sumes  the  softer  name  of  “  moral  evil.”  'Phe  exist¬ 
ence  of  it  is  ascribed  to  the  Creator  himself,  and  in 
connexion  with  its  punishment,  it  is  even  regarded  as 
forming  one  part  of  a  providential  chain,  which  is  des¬ 
tined  to  terminate  in  the  happiness  of  the  sinner. 
Satan  is  transformed  from  the  father  of  lies,  a  mur¬ 
derer  from  the  beginning,  the  deceiver,  accuser,  and 
destroyer  of  men,  into  a  harmless  metaphor,  a  mere 
figure  of  poetry.  Hell,  of  course,  is  robbed  of  its 
deepest  terror,  and  is  treated  of,  not  as  a  place  of  eter¬ 
nal  punishment,  but  ns  one  of  temporary  and  correc¬ 
tive  suffering,  a  purgatory  provided  in  mercy,  rather 
than  ordained  in  judgment. 

With  these  unscriptiiral  views  of  sin,  its  author,  its 
origin  and  its  eff’ecis,  is  inseparably  connected  a  par¬ 
tial  and  inadequate  estimate  of  the  law  of  righteous¬ 
ness,  which  sinks  down  from  the  high  and  consistent 
level,  maintained  in  Scripture,  of  universal  godliness  ; 
and  while  it  still  borrows  something  from  Christianity, 
gradually  assumes  the  shape  of  a  worldly,  though 
plausible,  moral  philosophy. 

Since  man  is  no  longer  regarded  as  a  fallen  and  Ujst 
creature,  prone  to  iniquity,  and  corrupt  at  core,  but  as 
a  being  essentially  virtuous,  it  is  plain  that  he  can  no 
longer  be  considered  os  standing  in  need  of  redemp¬ 
tion.  That  word  may  indeed,  in  some  metaphorical 
sense,  find  its  way  into  tlie  creed  of  those  peisons  who 
reject  the  deity  of  Jesns  Christ.  But  the  doctrine  of 
pardon  through  faith  in  his  blood  is  dismissed  as  un¬ 
necessary  and  absurd  ;  unnecessary,  because  we  are 
not  under  the  curse  of  the  law  ;  absurd,  because  it  is 
inconceivable  that  a  mere  man,  “weak  and  peccable 
like  ourselves,”  could  jiossibly  atone  for  sin. 

In  like  manner,  the  doctrine  of  a  spiritual  influence 
freely  bestowed  by  a  glorified  Saviour  for  our  con¬ 
version  and  sanctification,  is  discarded  as  untenable. 
On  the  one  hand,  such  an  influence  is  no  longer  re¬ 
quired  ;  on  the  other  the  greatest  of  merely  human 
prophets  can  have  no  power  to  bestow  it.  Since,  in¬ 
deed,  the  divine  character  and  inward  operation  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  are  intimalely  connected  in  the  system 
of  revealed  truth  with  the  deity  and  atonement  of 
Clirist,  it  naturally  follows  that  the  latter  doctrines 
cannot  be  forsaken  without  the  snrremler  of  the  for¬ 
mer.  In  point  of  fact,  they  nsiially  disajipear  at  the 
same  time,  or  in  rapid  succession,  from  tlie  creed  of 
the  skeptic. 

Lastly,  since  the  Bible  has  explicitly  declared  the 
several  doctrines  to  which  we  liave  alluded,  its  plain 
declarations  (in  order  to  meet  these  novel  views)  must 
now  be  interpreted  as  harsh,  unnatural  metaphors: 
as  straineii,  oriental  figures.  Hence  its  authority  is 
gradually  weakened,  and  although  perhaps  it  is  still 
allowed  to  contain  niiich  true  history  and  some  divine 
doctrine,  it  descends  from  its  lofty  station  of  a  volume 
truly  “given  by  ins[)iration  of  God:”  No  longer  are 
its  contents  food  for  daily,  pious  meditation ;  no  longer 
is  it  the  test  by  the  simple  application  of  which  all 
questions  in  religion  must  l>e  tried  and  determined. 
On  the  wliole,  revelation  is  marred,  and  religion  be¬ 
comes  a  wreck.  Man  is  left  to  the  perilous  guidance 
of  his  own  perverted  reason,  and  must  steer  his  course 
through  the  ocean  of  life  without  the  true  rudder. 

It  rilay  perliaps  be  objected  that  the  degeneracy  of 
religious  sentiment,  to  which  w'e  have  now  adverted, 
attaches  chiefly  tothe  lowest  grade  of  faith  in  relation 
to  the  person  of  Christ ;  and  this  is  certainly  true. 
Nevertheless,  it  is,  1  believe,  in  various  degrees,  the 
inevitable  accompaniment  of  every  system  which  does 
not  include  the  doctrine  of  his  deity  ;  and  the  lower 
we  (all  in  our  estimate  of  him,  the  greater  and  more 
conspicuous  this  degeneracy  becomes.  The  lines 
which  separate  the  different  classes  of  persons,  who 
reject  the  deity  of  Christ,  are  of  a  finite  breadth  and
